The Applicant is thanked for the Amendment (filed 25 June 2008). 

However, if entered, the Applicant's proposed claim amendment(s) in the Amendment (filed 25 June 2008) would newly introduce at least 
the limitations: 

"A movement sensing means for sensing movements of the device in more than one plane of motion wherein the movement sensing 
means contains a single accelerometer chip, having one force sensitive axis, mounted at a non-perpendicular angle with respect to the 
circuit board" to independent claim 1. 

"A circuit board; and a single accelerometer mounted to the circuit board at non-perpendicular angles with respect to each of X, Y, and Z 
axes; wherein the single accelerometer senses motion in X, Y, and Z directions" to independent claim 22. 

"Providing a circuit board; and mounting a single accelerometer chip on the circuit board at an angle, said accelerometer chip having one 
force sensitive axis; wherein said angle is acute; wherein the accelerometer chip senses movements in more than one plane of motion" to 
independent claim 24. 

Such limitations (along with newly introduced limitations to at least dependent claims 3-5, 7-9, and 23) if incorporated into present claim 
language would dramatically alter inventive scope of the claims, requiring additional search and consideration. Due to the proposed 
amendments not being entered, Applicant's arguments are not commensurate in scope with the current claims. 

By such reasoning, non-entry of the proposed Amendment (filed 25 June 2008) is deemed proper and necessary at this time.
